THE ANGLO-RUSSIAN AGREEMENT. 

The assemblage of a European Congress is 
now definitely fixed, and all that remains is 
to name the time, the locality having already 
been settled. The points which 
and Russia have agreed upon, after tedious 
negotiations, to be submitted to the OCon- 
gress for examination and decision are sub- 
stantially as follows: ‘The erection of Bul-

drawal of the Turkish troops from these two 
provinces; the retroceasion of Bessarabia to 
Russia, which has all along been made a 
sine qua non of the latter Power ; settlement 
of the navigation of the Danube; Batoum 
as the limit of the Russian frontier in Asiatic 
Turkey ; the cession of Ketour to Persia as 
an equivalent for the cession of Bayazid to 
Turkey; non-interference with England's 
élaims on Turkey as a creditor; the reor- 
of Epirus, Thessaly, and other 
reek provinces ; the status quo of the Dar- 
danelles and Bosphorus ; the reorganization 
of Bulgaria, and Russian military occupation 
and right of way through Roumania. The 
above comprise the points of agreement be- 
tween the two Powers,—not as points def- 
initely settled, but as subjects for discussion 
by the Congress,—and these and the points 
in the San Stefano treaty not included among 
them may be regarded as the programme 
which the representatives of the Powers will 
consider. 

Summing them all up, they are tante- 
mount to the liberation of the Christians 
from the Moslem yoke, to the development 
of new and permanent reformis, and to the | 
maintenanceof good government in European 
Turkey. As this was the publicly-professed 
motive of Russia in its declaration of war, 
England will undoubtedly insist that, when 
this has been secured, Russia has no more 
interest in the Eastern question, and must 
end her interference with Turkish affairs. 
The policy of England goes further, how- 
ever. Drsnazzi’s Orientalism reaches beyond 
the Bosphorus. There is an Asiatic 
side to every proposition that he 
makes, and the limit of every question 
that occurs to him is its influence upon 
India. During the progress of the 
war his policy had to yield several times 
under the pressure of military necessity, and 
more than once he retired beforethe cun- 
ning strategy of Gorrsconaxorr and the 
overwhelmning momentum of the Russian 
armies. Granting all this, he held strictly 
to.the ultimate object of that policy, and it 
now begins to come out in very clear light, 
arid the barrier to the progress of Russia in 
Asia which he is seeking to erect is appar- 
ent. The London Timesof the 80th and 
other English papers of fhfluence foreshadow 
this in their discussions of an English pro- 
tectorate of Asiatic Turkey, which in reality 
means a protectorate ever all Asia Minor, 
Arabia, Egypt, and Persia.

FRAUDS IN BLACK SILKS. 

The most general article of women’s dress- 
goods in thie country is black silk, and the 
prevailing prices paid at retail for these silks 
range from $1 to $5 pér yard. They are of 
domestic as well as of foreign manufacture, 
and, according to recent developments, they 
are grossly and shamefully fraudulent. The 
English manufacturers of cotton cloths have, 
after many years of monopoly in the trade, 
found that the fraudulent practices they have 
adopted have opened the doors to 
competition from American and other rivals. 
The English practive was to inorease the 
weight of their cotton goods by an admix- 
ture of clay and other substances, and while 
this extra material added greatly to the gen- 
eral appearance of the cloth when offered 
for sale, the first time the cotton was sub. 
jected to a washing there was a shrinkage 
of weight equal te from 380 to 40 
per cent, and a proportionate loss 
in general appearance. The introduc. 
tion of American cotton, free of these 
fraudulent substances, is doing much to weak- 
en the English monegpoly in the cotton trade. 
It now appears that the frands and tricks in 
the black silk trade are even more scandalous 
than in the British cottons. A recent visitor 
at the Américan Silk Mills at Paterson, N. 
J.,in a description published in the New 
York Herald of what he saw, refers to this 
matter of loading the black silks made in 
this country and in France, It was explained 
that the American manufaeturer of cotton 
was induced to produce a finer fabric than 
the English, becausé of the good reputation 
it would give to the American goods; but the 
reason was also given that the Americans 
did not possess the machinery which, while 
producing a fine cloth, would allow it to con- 
tain such a large percentage of foreign sub- 
stances, In Paterson he found that both 
reasons were given why the American black 
silks were not so heavily weighted as were 
the Frenth. He thus explains the situation 
concerning American black silks : 


When, however, you ask for the higher priced 
goods, notably in the black silks, the foreigners 
can show 4 relatively cheaper article, for the sim- 
ple reason that the art of the dyer is more carefully 
concealed, notwithstanding the fact that there is 
less dyestuffin the American goods thanin the 
foreign. Nevertheless dyeingsis done here pretty 
well, but I fear that the same difficulty asto the 
ualities of cotton is to be met with in the 
silk fabric. The dye, of course, renders the fabric 
more weighty, but that weight is not added te the 
silk by dyeing the fabric when finished. By re 
peated operations the processes are carried 
out on the silk thread the ** throwing depart- 
ment," where it is prepared for the looms. And it 
is here, ap vn that the American art of 
dyeing is yet behind the French, when it comes to 
the finer qualities, though several manufacturers

It was shown in the ar- 
gument before the Commission that the in- 
shore mackerel fisheries were the only ones 
submitted to the Commission for appraise- 
ment; that the total value of the catch in 
the four preceding years had not exceeded 
$472,588; and that of this total not more 
than $125,000 could be estimated as profit. 
On the other side of the balance it was shown 
(1) that the American concession of the right 
to fish north of the ‘39th parallel “was, or, 
might be made; valuable; and (2) that the 
remission of duties on COanadian fish- 
products . admitted into the United 
States had amounted to $181,-

‘The orchids are pre-emivently Tropical plants, 
and are nearly omnipresent. Some of the forms 
are visible in every situation,—on the trunks 
and braoches of trees, on the rovis, on decay- 
ive vegetation, or on the ground. More than 
thirty years ago 3,000 species 
their number has p ly since been nearly 
doubled, while multitudes more remain to be 
discovered. It is not, however, by their flowers 
that the orchids attract attention. A very large 

portion of the species have inconspicuous 
lossoms, and the season of flowering is with 
them so brief that but little effect is produced 
by the display. An experienced collector ip- 
formed Mr. Wallace that, of 300 species of orchids 
produced on asingle mountain of Java, only 2 per 
cent were éuiliciently ornamental or showy to 
be worth sending home as a commercial specu- 
lation. The bambeoos, being absent from the 


eutire African Continent, and comparatively 


scarce in South America, can hardly be 

as typical plants of the Equatorial zone. Mr. 
Wallace considers a clump of | bamboos as 
perhaps “‘the most graceful of all vegetable 
forms,—resem bling the light ana airy plumes of 
the bird-of-Paradise copied on a gigantic scale in 
living foliage. Such clumps are often eighty or 
100 feet ean glossy stems, — six 
inches thick at the base, springing up at first 
straight as an arrow, tapering gradually to a 
slender point, and bending over in elegant 
curves with the weight of the slender branches 
and grassy leaves.’ 

Among the humble forms of vegetation, none 
are more ae the sensitive species 
of mimosa. They all originate in South Ameri- 
ca; but one species, Mimosa pudica, has become 
abundant in Afriea and Asia, so that now it car- 
pets the nd in many parts of both the Rast- 
ern and Western Tropics. ** Wherea large sur- 
face of ground.” says Mr. Wallace, “is thus 
covered, the effect of wal over it is most 
peculiar. At each step the plants for some dis- 
tance round suddenly droop, asif struck with 
paralysis, end a broad track of prostrate herb- 
age, several feet wide, is distinctly marked out 
by the different color of the closed lcafiets.”’ 

It is the general belief that the floral re me 
in the Tropics far surpasses that of the Tem- 
perate regions; but, as an actual fact, striking 
and ees | flowers are much less abundant 
where, as in hot, moist climates, the vegetation 
is extremely luxuriant. A large portion of 
Equatorial ts produce inconspicuous flowers. 
Far the greater part, for example, of thoge in 
Tropical America bear unattractive green or 
white blossoms. ** Conspicuous masses of flowers 
are so rare,” says Mr. Wallace, “that weeks 
and months may be passed without observing a 
single flowering pliant worthy of special admira- 
tion. Oocoatenelis' cathe tree or sbrub will be 
seen covered with magnificent yellow, or crim- 
son, or purple flowers; but it is usually av oasis 
of color in a desert of verdure, and, thereciore, 
hetdly affects the Ronee. aspect of the vegeta-

scale, to that iu our hot-houses; but, in reality. 
bo tribes of plants peculiar to the Torrid Zone 
surpass in color our Rhododendrons, Azaleas, 
Camellias, Pelargoniums, Calceolarias, Cincra- 
rias, Roses, Peonies, Hollyhocks, Poppies, and 
many other brilliant groups of Temperate plants 
that might be mentioned. 

Animals rarely play an important part in 
Tropical scenery, and their absence is in most 
cases as notable as the scarcity of flowers. Of 
ail the tribes of the animal kingdom, the bDutter- 
flies are most abundant and most conspicuous, 
They are not only everywhere present in aston- 
ishing numbers, but they are remarkable for 
their large size, elegant forms, and rich and 
varied colors. The species are more numerous 
in Americathan in the Eastern Hemisphere, 
and at Para, near the mouth of the Amazons, 
are more abundant than in any other locality 
known. Above 700 species bave been found in 

be immediate vicinity of this city. in all 
Britain there occur only sixty-four species of 
butterflies, and in Germany about 150; but, in 
a single fine day, from thirty to seyenty species 
may be collected in many localities in the 
Tropics. 

Ants are so excessively abundant as todeserve 
mention next after the Bg Nearly 500 
different species inhabit India and the Malay 
Archipelago, and various other Tropical coun- 
tries are the home of probably equal numbers. 
Wasps and bees are noteworthy for their enor- 
mous numbers, and their large size and brilliant 
colors.

Large and handsome spiders are com- 
mon.—some with bodies nearly two inches long, 
and legs expanding six inches; some with hard, 
flat bodies, terminating in horned processes, 
which are often long, stender, and curved like a 
pair of cow's horns; and others so gorgeously 
colored that they resemble jewels rather than 
spiders.

This is one of the best, if not in fact the very 
best, work of this series that has yet been pub- 
lished.

are uniformfy wood, and the selections well 
chosen, though few. 

The life of Petrarch was so uneventful that it 
is by no means easy to make the story of it 
attractive to ae Gpaares reader. He was 
a schclar, to literary pursuits, 
and rarely leaving - them for any 
length of time to mix with the 
world of politics. Yet he exerted avery great 
influence over his age.—an influence that can 
with difficulty be explained or understood? 
His country and the world will be indebted to 
him forevér for his invaluable assistance in the 
recovery of some of the classics from irretrieva- 
bie loss, no less than for the positive additions 
of his own to belles-lettres. His sonnets are 
the foundation on which his fame reste;yet 


they cowprise only about 4,000 lines of verse. | 


Though they ere, when read continuousiy, 
monotonous, yet their delicate touches of pas- 
siou, their accurate descriptions of scenery, their 
exquisite diction and rhvthm, will ever insure 
them a high place in literature. 

Mr. Reeve seems to be too severe when he 
seve that Petrarch’s sonnets are the creation of 


the fancy rather than of the heart: and that | 


they excite pleasure and admiration by their 
exquisite purity of language and rhythm in the 
original, without stirring the deeper sources.of 
tenderness and grief. It is only because thev 
do touch the * sources of tenderness and grief” 
that they live, that they are read. And it is 
because his bumerous imitators, both in Italy 
and England, have failed in this, that their 
effusions have dicd a natural death.

FAMILIAR TALK. 


THE BERMUDAS, 

The Bermuda Isiands rest upon a foundation 
of coral, which was raisefl up from the depths 
of the ocean by the tiny coral-builders, until the 
rock or reef appeared above the surface. The 
attrition of the waves then broke avd ground 
the upper portions down tosand, in which vege- 
tation finally took root, and by its perpetual 
growth and decay formed in process of time a 
rich and stable soil, capable of supporting. not. 
only plants, but ahimals, and at last man him- 
self. The only rocks on the Islands are lime- 
stones of every degree of hardness, which have 
been consolidated from the fine grains of coral- 
sand. This sand surrounds the islands fora 
distance of about twenty miles, and is contiau- 
alty washed in-by the sea, piled up “by the 
wind in huge drifts or dunes, often forty or 
fifty feet high. Driven about in every airection 
by the fitful breezes, the sand-heaps assume 
every sort of fantastical form,—the successive 
strata being deposited one above another in the 
most confused manner, and, when solidified 
into rock, presenting an extraordinary appear- 


ance of irregularity. 

At some points on the islands, tremendous 
sand-giaciers exist, which travel inward at a 
slow but steady pace, gradually overwhelming 
every object lying in their path. At Elbow Bay, 
on the soutwern shore of the main island, one 
of these rivers of sand, having a depth of about 
twenty-five feet, is little by little fatally inun- 
dating the land. At the time the scientific staff 
of the Challenger visited this glacier, a light 
breeze was blowing inland, and, by holding up 
a sheet of paper perpendicular to the surface 
the passage of the sand was shown by its rapi 
banking up against the windward side of the 
paper. Sir Wyville Thompson relates that, 
while his party were observing the phenomenon, 
the owner of a garden which was being built 
under the glacier ‘* was standing with his hands 
in his pockets, as is too much the habit of his 
race, contemplating the approach of the in- 
exorable intruder. He had made some at- 
tempt to stay its progress by planting 
a line of oleanders and semall cedars 
along the top of the slope. A neighbor, a little 
more evergetic or more seriously menaced, man- 
aged to turn the flank of the sand by this means, 
just as it was on the pdint of encuifing his house; 
but another was eithép too late in adopting pre- 
cautionary measures, or perhaps submitted 
helplessiy to his fate, for all that now remains 
of bis cottage is the top of one of the chimneys 
projecting above the white sand like a tomb- 
stone, with a great bushrof oleander drooping 
over it. On its path upward from the beach, 
this ‘glacier’ bas overwhelmed a wood of 
cedars. ‘ The only was of stopping it 
artificially seems to be to cover it with vegeta- 
tion. If planted im large numbers, and tended 
and watered fora time, it seems that oleanders 
and the juniper will grow in the pure sand, and, 
if they once take root, the motion of the sand 
ceases. Some native plants, which form a 
peculiar vegetation, sending out  enor- 
mousiy long runvers or roots, then 
take hold of it, and it becomes permanently 
fixed. Tne outer aspect of tne sand-hill, of 
course, slopes downward toward the sea. and, 
wherever its progress landward—its growth—has 
been arrested, the tendency of the incoherent 
mass is to travel back again by gravitation and 
the action of the rain; accordingly, it 1s not un- 
usual to be told that one of these couwless is 
gradually disappearing.’’ 

Sir Wyville states that the oleander (Nerium 
oleander), which is so useful ip staying the 
progress of moving sand, is not a native of 
the Bermudas, but has been introduced in 
modern times. The climate and soil are so 
favorable to its growth that it has since literally 
taken possession of the islands. | 
bushes,”’ says Sir Wyville, *“*twenty feet bigh, 
are everywhere,—round the cottages, along the 
roadsides, and in the woods; and _ thick 
hedges of great hight, planted partly as boun- 
dary-fenves and partly for shelter, intersect the 
cultivatea ground in every direction. Nothin 
can be imagined more ornamental. There are 
varieties of color, from white through pale-rose 
and lilac to nearly crimson; the flowers tend to 
come double or semi-dduble, and they bloom 
most toes > The country round Hamilton 
and Somerset Island was a perfect blaze of color 
in June; and, as the flowers come in succession, 
and stand a long time, they would remain so 
during the greater part of the summer.”’

ART-GOSSIP. 

The Egyptian section at the Paris Exhibition 
contains a careful selection of objects from the 
Museum of Antiquities at Boulak. Mariette 
Bey has regulated the choice of this collection, 
securing for it a representation of the progress 
in workmanship in the various arts and indus- 
tries, from the ancient Empire to the times of 
the Ptolemies. The examples include house- 
hold-furniture, wood-carving, vases, inlaid work, 
mosaics, jewelry, works in bronze, glass, and 
stone. In some cases, casts have been sent in 
place of the original articles. 

Marmontel mentions, in his Memoirs, a re- 
markable artistic gift possessed bv a Chevalier 
Hubert whom be met in Geneva, Switzeriand.

POOLE’S INDEX TO PERIODICAL 

LITERATURE. 

The value of periodical literature for the past 
half-century has been steadily increasing, and 
now no writer or student can take an cxhaust- 
ive examination of any subject in literature, 
science, or social economy without knowing 


‘what has been written upon it in the standard 


reviews ana magazines. These serials have be- 
come 80 numerous, and comprise so many 
volumes, that it is impossible for any iudividual 
to keep track of what they contain, or for any 
library to index their contents. Mr. W. F. 
Poole, when a student at Yale College, made 
the frst attempt in this direction, by preparing 
a general indcx to such periodicals as he had 
access to, which he published in 186. A 
second edition, much enlarged, was published 
iv 18538, in which the references were brought 
down to the year 1852. This *‘ Index to Rgnodi- 
cal Literature’’ has been out of print for mane 
ears, and copies have sold, in this country an 
In Europe, for $20. To the periodical literature 
of the last twenty-six years, there is no index 
or other clew to its contents. 

At the Conference o! American Librarians at 
Philadelphia, in October, 1876, the subject came 
up for consideration. The concurrent testimony 
of the librarians was, thai the Index of 1853 
was used in their libraries as much 
as their catalogues; and several libraries 
had endeayored, at a great deal of oxgoons 
to index the current periodicals, but had ed. 
Mr. Poole was calied on to bring out a new eai- 
tion of bis Index, and was promised all the as- 
sistance he needed. He stated that all his work 
on the two previous editions bad been a labor of 
love, and the task was now too large to lay upon 
one individual, even if he was willing to work 
without pav. He suggested this plan, which 
was accepted on the spot: That each library 
should take an equitable share of the work of 
indexing, under a system of rules which would 
be furnished, and should send its work to the 
central bureau, where it would be revised and 
arranged. He would do his share of the index- 
ing, take charge of the work of the central 
bureau, be responsible for all the cost of editing, 
and would prerent a complete copy of the print- 
ed work to each co-operating library. 

In accordance with this plan, a list of 182 pe- 
riodicais has been ed and printed, and

FLORA ROUND ABOUT CHICAGO. 
Taos Ponp-Wsep Famiry.—The group of 


plants ranged in the order Naiadacez have not 


rouch of the romantic grace and beauty associated 
with the mythical nymphsof the water, the 
Naiads, from whom they take their scientific 
name. But theyare aquatic in their habit, 
dwelling in both fresh and salt waters, and 
from this circumstance have been called after 
the mythical maidens who in ancient times were 
supposed to haunt fountains, lakes, and streams. 
The Pond-weeds are common all over the world 
outside of the Tropics, and indeed, are not en- 
tirely absent from Equatorial regions. They 
number about sixty species, which are classed 


in ae ae genera. . 

nly a e genus, Potamogeton, is — 
sened $e our flora, and by three species. The 
P. natans and P. pectinatus are common in our 
lakes and rivers, and the P. mineus is abun- 


dant at Pine Station. They all have jointed and 
mostly rooting stems, alternate leaves, and 
flowering spikes raised to the surface. They 
blossom fn summer, and the ish flowers 
are small and inconspicuous. The stem of P. 
natans is simple or sparingly branched, and the 
shapeof the foliage which floats on the water 
gives it the popular name of Broad-leaved Pona- 
weed. It grows from one te three feet long, the 
upper leaves are from two te four inches long, 
while the lower ones are from three to seven 
inches long and barely a line wide. 

The submersed stem of the P. pramip 
parts into many branches, and the leaves and 
peduncles growing uhder water vary gue. 
The P. pectinatus has extremely siender, 
branched stems, and leaves crowded into fasci- 
cles in the axils. 

None of the svecies of this family have any 
known uses; therefore their story is very quick- 
ly written out. 

DO FISH SLEEP? 

The editor of the Fishing Gazette proffers 
some little testimony bearing upon the interest- 
ing query whether fish sleep. It is his opinion 
that the trout sleeps at night; and, as proof, 
he states that, when enteriag his fish-house at 
night in summer-time, he bas observed all the 
fish in the tanks lying motionless on the slate 
bottoms, and has often watched them thus for 
some length of time.

First, starch with hot starch made quite 
thin, and thoroughly boiled: dry in the sun; when 
dry, take soft water and dissolvejenough white soap 
to make alight euds. In apintof this water dis- 
solve two tablespoons of starch; dip in the articles 
and wring dry as possible, then smooth out collars 
and cuffs on a towel, roll lightly, letting them lay 
for an hour beforeironing. When ready to tron, 
wipe each piece smoothly with a damp cloth and 
jron until dry, then take damp cloth and rud over 
lightly; mow have your polishing iron very hot, 
and with the front end ge over the piece as quickly 
as possible, using plenty of elbow grease, and being 
sure you touch every part. Do up shirts in this 
same way and you will have a polish equal te any 
found in the city laundries, and I can promise you 


‘that your irons will not stick to the clothes.

Where the entire pro- 
d n of a manufacturer is consigned to this 
port, what fairer method ef obtaining market 
value can be taken than by comparison with sales 
of similar goods produced and actually sold in the 
European markete? . . . We submit further. 
that it wopid not be unreasonable for a foreign 
manufacturer who produces his goods {pn advance 
of orders and shipe themto this market for sale, 
taking thechances incident to the) ca and 
tu the fluctuations of this market, to look for larger 
rofite upon the sale bere in individual instances 
han ne would receive upon sales abroad or upon 
manufactures to order. If, however, the event 
shows that his net returns for a series of years 
upon all his transactions do not exceed his invoice 
rice, that fact should, we think, go far to disa- 
base your mind and the minds of the public 
of the change that such manufacturers and 
importers have falsely stated the value in 
their invoices: and such, we Venture to state 
is, in the majority of mstances, the fact. . .. 
The Amercan macufacturer looks upon the Tariff 
laws of this country as not primarily enacted for 
the of obtaining revenue, but as intended 
to foster the particuiar industry in which he hap- 
ns to be engaged, and therefore that that admin- 
[oteasion of the Tariff iawse ie the best which will 
prevent ali importationsof such goods as will 
come in competition with the goods manufactured 
by him. Therefore it is that we call your persona! 
attention te the large proportion of complaints 
against merchants which emanate from this 
source, and ask you te so control the officers of 
your department that they wil! notin the future 
act (as it seems to us some of them in the past 
have acted) as though they were entirely in the 
interest of the American manufacturer. . . . 
We complain of the interference, and in instan 
almost positive directions, given to them [Appraie- 
ers and examiners) by agentsof the Treasury, 
which, if they do notin the end result in biasing 


or overriding their judgment, do cause such delays 


and annoyances in our ousiness as result in great 
and unnecessary losses to us. 

In cases of reappraisement we do not ask under 
all circumstances to be represented by counsel, dut 
in those cases which are taken by the Government 
to be test cases,“and to settle values for the whole 
trade, and where Treasury Agents are permitted to 
attend the investigations, acting, practically, as 
counsel or attorveys for domestic manufacturers 
or others who aver that our invoices are false and 
frauduleat, we do submit that the simplest justice 
would permit ys to be represented by counsel and 
to cross-examine the witnesses, and that in all 
cases the importer himself should be allowed to be 

resent to hear the testimony, to suggest inquiries 
n relation to matters which possibly he alone can 
know, and to have an opportanity to explain or 
contradict ifin his power, such testimony as may 
seem to bear against him. ... . We ask that 
you should give sucb directions as will prevent 
your subordinate officers, when they have evidence 
which to them may seem to impugn the honor and 
honesty of une merchant, from attacking all the 
merchants engaged jn that particular line of trade, 
thus bri about the evils to which we have be- 
fore refer 

We also desire that you will take into considera- 
tion that it is ne pew thing for fore manufac- 
turers to have selling pts in this country, to 
whom alone they consign their goods, and of whom 
alone their productions can be purchased; that 
such course of dealing has not grows up in the 
foreign trade of late years, or that it is,” in fact, 
different from the system that prevails with our 
domestic manufacturers, and with many of the 
large commission merchants in this city to whom 
tney consign their goods. Many of us whose 
names are hereto signed are not only agents for 
foreign manufacturers to dis of and place up- 
on the market their productions, but are equally 

nts, and upon similar terme and conditions, 
for domestic manufacturers.
